REMEDIES 


At the time the Reconstruction acts 


were put in operation, in 1866-7, Gen- 
eral Hancock was transferred by Presi- 
dent Andrew Johnson from the depart- 
ment of the Missouri to the district 
of Louisiana, and General Grant, as 
general-in-chief, modified or revoked 
one of General Hancock's orders, to 
which the latter took strong personal 
exceptions. Shortly after, by order of 
the president, General Haneoek was 
assigned to the command of the Dm- 
Bion of the Atlantic, and came to 
Washington. 
He went to Grants 


headquarters, and, instead of calling 
upon him personally, simply registered 
his name, which was unusual, it not 
discourteous. 


General Grant having no knowledge 


or apprehension that General Hancock 
was offended with him, meeting him on 
the street shortly afterwards, he accost 
ed him in a friendly way, "Good morn 
ing, General Hancock." To this Han- 
cock made no verbal response.bnt mere- 
ly touched his hat and passed on Some 
time subsequently the twe met at a 
wedding party, when General Grant 
was also informed that General Han- 
cock had boasted of his discourtesy to 
lira in the street. When Hancock 
ssued an order for the removal of eer- 
am persons in New Orleans, a corre- 
spondence took place between tbe two 
generals on the subject, when Hancock 
used language which was considered 
disrespectful and insubordinate to his 
superior officer. 
When Gen. Thomas 


died there were left four major generals 
—Halleck, who had been on the Pacific 
coast, and had served out a term of 
duty , Meadc, who was offered the com 
mand as successor to Thomas, bnt with 
out change of rank, preferring to re- 
main in Philadelphia. Thus the choice 
lay between Hancock and Sehofield — 
The matter was submitted to the presi- 
dent, who simply directed that Sehofield 
should be sent to the Pacific, leaving 
Hancock just where he was—namely,!n 
command of one of the most important 
military departments of the country — 
This affair was the cause of a volumi 
nous correspondence between Generals 
Sherman and Hancock.

City pt Washington is governed, 10 far as Iti 
own ItnproveintiBUaro concerned, t>y its OWL 
Uwi audits own pMtte, just-ai mueh as Wat 
reo has been governed oy its own" corporate 
laws and authority. I remember perfectlj 
well what has been paraded In the papers so 
much at late, thai Congress has full power to 
legislate over the District or Columbia. Well 
Congress has full Jurisdiction over the ten 
milea square of what is now called the Distric 
of Columbia, and Congress could, I sunposu 
make all the police regulations for the Citr o 
Washington; but Congress always hllowedthi 
City of Washington to have Its Oity Council 
or a Legislature, until the present time W< 
have abolished U, because we had a •eumrjrou 
machine. In the year 1871 a law was passed by 
Congress creating the Board of Public Wdrks 
appointing a Governor, and creating a Lcglala 
ture for the District of Columbia. That ac 
stated what the Board of Public Works o 
and what the other branches of the Dli 
Government could do, and among other tt 
It empcrwed tae Jj«ei»lature to levy tax— 
mak«lidu>rovauent$:ou,tha«treets The Lest 
laUrturemet tbe Boird ot Public Works, lai 
upon them an elaborate plan for Improviii 
the streets of Washington, a plan amount m 
to $11,000,000 In the Brst place, and the Legnla 
ture accepted the plan, and provided that th 
third of the entire cost of carrying out th 
plan should be b) assessing tbe toot-front o 
tke property-holders, and the other two-third

We have looked the citle 
all over, and lind that it Is tbe proper auioun 
to pay; but for stone so much; for .gravel 3 
much; forasraaltum go much: knu for wool 
so much." Wow? {bat Board !of Public Work 
adopted the plan and that schedule of prioer 
and, having elected that If they put those va:

mcnt and show us tbelr merits, and when w 
have examined them we will act." Then th 
various pav ing companies and patentees a 
over the country who had what they ealle 
good pavements presented themselves; but i 
almost all cases through their attorneys.

criticism about the De Golyer pavement/— 
Who? Barly last winter several of us came 
to the conclusion that the Board of Publk 
Work* was an expensive machine; that it was 
costing the City of Washington too much; 
that it was overloading them with taxes, and 
that we were bound to pay too much money 
out of the Treasury to keep up our end of $ho 
business But we set on foot an inquiry into 
tbe cause of the large expenditure, and a com- 
mittee of Investigation was appointed, and 
they have published some nineteen hundred 
pages of a report. They have gone over the 
whole ground of the doings of that Board 
of PuWte Works and the City Government 
and as a result of it we have abolished thai 
form of government and hod the President 
appoint OonuBlMioners, andhohasUppolnlcd 
GOT.

It was a com 
mittee that had Senator Thurman, of this 
State, on it for one; Judge Jewett, of Colum 
bus, for another man, who is now President of 
the Erie Railroad, both of them Democrats 
of the strongest stamp. We had on from the 
House, as Chairman of that Committee, .Into' 
Wilson, of Indiana, one of the strongest au( 
ablest and best of our members, and they wen 
ov er this ground most thoroughly and severe- 
ly 
Mr Parsons went before that Committee 
and told them all he know about this pay 
mcnt; told them what he knew of its merits 
and told them he and I argued that case It 
wag early In the session when ho told them 
Unit. Now, what has been said about tha 
in Washington t Don't you think some of the 
one hundred democrats would have been ex 
oeedingly willing to hit me a blow on the hoai 
if they had discovered anything in that to llni 
fault with? The Committee made its repor 
in f ull, and not only made no possible reflcc 
tionon me, but when asked about It said there 
was nothing whatever in the case that reflect 
ed in the lantest degree upon Mr. Garfleld 
Now, in the midst of this tempest that w.i 
raised in the Palnesvllle teapot a few week 
ago, the Hon. Geo. W. Steele, of Peinesvilie 
wrote a letter to the Committee who had 
charge of that Investigation, and he wrot 
back the following letter:

Hon.Oro.W SUtte-DmrStr- Tothereques 
for Information as to whether or not the ne 
tlon of Gen. Garfield In connection with thi 
affairs of the District of Columbia was tli« 
subject of condemnation by the Committee 
that recently had those affairs under conside 
ration, I answer that It was not, nor was there 
!n my opinion, any evidence that would hav 
warranted any unfav orable criticism upou his 
^conduct. ' 
U'l'hc facts disclosed by the evidence, so far a 
be is concerned, are briefly these. 
"The Board of Public Works was consider 


Ing the question as to the kind of pavement 
that should be laid There was a contesba 
to the respective merits of various wooden 
pavement*. 
Mr. Parsons represented, as 
attorney, the De Golyer and McClelland pat 
ent, and being called away from Washington 
about the time the hearing was to be had be 
fore the Board ot Public works on this sub 
ject, procured Gen. Garfleld to appear befor 
the Board in bis stead and argue the merits o 
this patent. This he did, and this was th 
whole of his connection with tho matter, I 
was not a question as to the kind of contrac 
that should be made, but astowhetherlhl 
particular pavement should bo laid. The cell 
iclsm of tne Committee was not upon th 
pavcmait In favor of which Gen. Garfleld argu 
ed, but upon tho contract mode with referene 
to It; and there was no evidence which woiil< 
warrant the conclusion that he had anythlni 
to do with tho latter.;

Now, 
fellow-citizens, it is not pleasant fo 
mo to be reading things of that sort concern 
Ing myself, that the man who had charge o 
the investigation in the District of Columbia 
the man who wrote tho report on tho part o 
the House, who was the Chairman of th 
Committee, who knows all the facts in regan 
to it, says there was nothing whatever in th 
ease that In the slightest degree reflected on 
me. It Is left the excessively virtuous Judg 
Of the Probate Court of Painesvllle, and per 
haps the Judge of tho Probate Court In Trum 
hull county, to discover that this "Do Golye 
business" was a fearful business on the par 
of Gen. Garfleld. [Tremendous applause.] 
If there is any gentleman in this ball wh 
has any question to ask In regard to the D 
Golyerpavement business, I should be ver 
glad to hear it. 
Question-Was the appropiiatlon for the paj 
ments for tho pavements made before or atte 
It was accepted by the Board? 


Gen. Garneld—I am very glad to answer tlia 
question. By tho flrst act of tho Legislatur 
of the Districtof Columbia no contract was t 
be made, no work was to be done, oxcep 
upon appropriation already made. Congres 
had already adjourned. 
The appropriation 
for the District of Columbia wero made befor 
I touched or had anything to do with this mat 
ter. It Is true that the next year there wor 
appropriations made fertile Dlrtrict of Colum 
bla, but the apnropriation that Congress mad 
never had anything to say about ono pavemcu 
or another. Congress knew no more about th 
Do Golyer pavement, or any other pavement 
than you in Warren did. It is simply mad 
the appropriation to pa} for pav ing in front o 
its own building, it it is thought proper tod 
so, and that is all 


I understand Mr. i'arsons was retained t 
these parties iu Chicago, and they paid him i 
retainingfee of $5,C60 for his sen-ices, whethe 
he succeeded or not. 
And they were to pay 
him $10,000 as a contingcnt;tee if lie succeei 
ed. Mr. Parsons had done the bulk ot th 
work. He came to me saying there were 
810,000 depending upon his success, of which 
he would pay me half in case I made the argu 
ment and was successful. I suppose that Is t 
fair explanation. I understand some gentle 
men think that is a large fee 
Well, it Is f 
large fee; but it w as nothing for that. Bithe 
all that was done went for nothing, or else I 
would be more. I don't know that those gen 
tlcmen said it was a large fee when Juclg 
Trumbull made an argument in tbe Suprem 
Court and received $10,000 out of the Unitec 
States Treasury for It- 


Question -Gen. Qarfield, allow me to ask you 


one question i What question ot law was sub 
mtted to you m that case? Was it a question 
of law, or a question of the difference between 
the pavements? 


Gen. Garflcld—There were questions both o 
law and of merit In the nral place, there were 
forty-two different kinds of pavement present- 
ed, If ihe Government took one, there migh 
be a question of cintlicting patents,—there 
miKht be a patent lawsuit growing out of it,- 
snd I felt n to be my flrst duty to inquire 
whelbertUotwo pateiitsthat extend into this 
pavement were v alid patents that could prop- 
erly be sustained 
I made lhat examination 
as the vor> llratstepl took In th case. I un 
dfrstard lhal ihe Board of Public Works sak 
I hat they did not care very much about that 
on the ground that thpy probably would no 
pay a royalty la any case. But the fact was 
that the contractor himsclf-lhe ownerof Ihe 
patent -regarded it as a valuable franchise 
and tbe validity of the patent was lo him the 
Qrst consideration. 


Now, where tftcro arc foi tj puteuts, or near 


ly that, concerned, It is of some importance la 
know the relative validity of ihe patents.
